Dr. Record’s studies covered the perjod 
in Egyptian history from 2900 B. C. to 
1200 B. C. He found that wood played 
an.important part in the lives of the 
Egyptians. although they had to haul it 
very long distances. Cedar was one of 
their most highly prized woods, the most 
famous species being the cedar of Leb- 
anon, often mentioned in the Bible. 
The Egyptians used cedar wood exten- 
sively for .their coffins, boxes, large 
effigies and ‘for such general purposes 
as we use white pine. They also used. 
cypress, which is also a wood of great 
durability: According to Professor Rec- 
ord, the wood used in making — Ark 
was probable cypress. . 
The yew, a tree as noted for its dura- 
bility as the cedar and the cypress, was 
used by the Egyptidns,;in the making 
of bows, carvings and small! implements.

Insulators elevated 350 to 750 feet on 
transatlantic radie towers appear insig- 
nificant as mere black specks against 
the sky, yet they are as essential to radio 
communication as the wheels of the 
locomotive are to transportation.

New Type ot Microphone. " 

Engiticers connected with the studio 
of WGY_ have had as their real prob- 
lem the transmission of true piano 
quality. The difficulty is reported to 
be similar to that which has confronted 
the maker of phonograph records. The 
blows of the hammers on a piano are 
distinguishable, but the musical quality 
and the overtone which are relatively 
weak have not been successfully re- 
produced through loud speakers or 
phones. Those who have studied the 
problem at the Schenectady’ station 
have now developed a new device whica 
will make the piano solo a real’ pleas- 
ure to listen to by radio. 

The device consists of a magnetic sys- 
tem, between the poles of which is 
pivoted a suitable coil system. ‘The 
magnet is firmly fastened to the frame 
of the piano and the coll is anchored 
to the sound board. By means of this 
pick-up device all tones in the piano are 
faithfully converted into corresponding 
electric currents which control the 
transmitting apparatus. When heard 
through the toud speaker the piano is 
no longer a tinkling sound. The listener 
gets all the characteristics of this per- 
cussion type of instrument, the blow 
of the hammer, the singing tone and the 
overtones. 

The plano pick-up is free from the 
familiar hiss of the carbon microphone, 
as well as the objectional blasting that 
takes place when a pianist plays too 
loudly for the microphone, 

When the ¢arbon or condenser. micro- 
phone is used to pick up a vocal solo 
with piano accompaniment the problem 
is to place the microphone in such a po- 
sition that it picks up both voice and in- 
strument with the proper ratio. The 
position 6f the microphone must be 
changed Yor each artist. Radio listeners 
have probably noticed that. as the sing- 
er increases the volume the accompani- 
ment fades out. The soloist ‘‘ para- 
lyzes “ the microphone. When the piano 
magneto-microphone is used the intens- 
ity..of the plano may. be adjusted elec- 
trically in the control room, even while 
the selection is being rendered, as the 
voice is recorded 6n the ordinary’ car- 
bon or condenser microphone. 

In the piano at WGY there are 
three of @ devices, one in the ex- 
treme treble, one in the middle register 
and one in the bass. These three out- 
puts can be readily balanced in the con-, 
trol. room for the best results on receiv- 
ing sets. 

Another feature of the magneto-micro- 
phone is that it allows WGY to correct 
for the shortcomings of the present loud 
speakers.

The curtain rose on. a conventional 
room from which a young Malay woman 
in~Western dress, attended by a small 
and. solemn brown page, descended from 
the stage to hang jasmine and tinsel 
gariands about the necks of the three 
foreignérs.

A Disastrous Effect. 


Describing conditions as they now ex- 
ist in Germany, Count Kessler said: 

“The éffect of the rapid fall of the 
mark on German industry and German 
lifs has. been disastrous. For the great 
majority of the German people the de- 
preciation of the mark has no. bright 
side,. To them it-is nothing but.e trag- 
pad unrelieved by a single bright spot. 

“German: middle: class, the “profes- 

isan men, the people Hying.on fixed 
incomes, have been swept.off their feet 
by the rising. tide: of paper... They ‘are 
all hopelessly strugglingin the. waves. 

“ The small‘ accumulations of capital, 
just afew bundred thousand marks 
each, on which a family had lived, per-- 
haps for generations, and .managed to 
dévelop a tradition of learning and ‘serv- 
fos, have vanished.’ This large and vital 
class has been economically guillotined. 
The German economic revolution has 
been as sweeping as the Russian. No 
Soviet could have extirpated the middle 
class more thoroughly than inflation has 
in ‘Germany.

Those who know Cuba say the lottery 
is an index of the prevalence of graft, 
but the Cubans who play the lottery are 
not to be misled by foreign critics. What 
if there is graft? What if one does have 
{to pay more than the legal price: for 
arm Isn’t there always a chance to 
win a fortune? 

Perhaps it takes the Latin tempera- 
ment to appreciate the lottery and to 
bet on it month in and month out, 
dotard as well as muchacho. “Northern 
peoples have reprehended the lottery as 
an institution = either governmental or 
private, although the idea still ¢rops. up 
in the form of baseball ‘pools and sweep- 
étakes based on the temperature in the 
weather report. “Yet it is only in the 
last half century that. this country has 
seen the evil in this kind of gambling. 
In 1806 Harvard got itself a building 
from a lottery fund, and in 1837 Aaron 
Clark, a lottery agent, was elected 
Mayor of New. York.

war. When the United States sent a 
Military Governor,. he expelled the 
Madrid lottery from the new American 
possession, and there was no lottery 
under President Estrada Palma or dur- 
ing the secorid intervention. This re- 
pression, however, produced a leading 
issue, and José Miguel Gomez was 
elected President on two chief planks; of 
which oné was the restoration. of the 


lottery. 


Gomez became President in 1908, and 
on July 7 of that year the Lottery bill 
became a law. It provided for 961 ‘colec- 
' Bach ‘could 
make a legitimate revenue of $45 a 
month, but a colectoria, in practice, can 
be sublet at $200 to $300 a ‘month. 

Bach year the Government prints in 
the Official Gazette a list.of those who 
are privileged to buy a small, stipulated 
number of full tickets from the Govern- 
ment. They are supposed to buy ata 
specified discount and sell at a pre- 
scribed profit: a colectoria pays, théo- | 
retically, $19. for a $20 ticket and sells it 
for $21, A whole ticket, as with all lots 
teres, ig, divided many times, and the 
humblest roustabout. who can acrape up’! 
part of a peso has a chance at a frac- 
tion.

- The actual sale price to the public is 
rusually 20 to 30 per. cent. above par, and, 
during the period of high. finance, when 
sugar went to 20 cents and even planta- 
tion hands thought in terms of dollars, 
one couldn't look at a lottery ticket’ for 
less than “twice the legal face ‘value. 
But, the price of a ticket can always be 
found, even —_ there is no’ money for 
food. 

The Cnrertusiel pays the prizes—$100,~ 
000 ts: the capital prize, ‘and there: are 
smaller prizes—and puts the rest in the 
treasury. . The official proportion. is, 70 
per,cent. of the net receipts for distribu- 
tion to -winriefs and 30 per cent. to the 
Government.”

-" PHYSICIAN. ON PROHIBITION 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 

From: time to time a !etter is. pub- 
ished in THe Trmes on the subject of 
prohibition which fills me with a desire 
to protest. I have refrained from mak- 
ing any written comment since the law 
was passed, but I would like to make 
a few statements at this time. 

I was on.the staff at the Metropolitan 
Hospital, Blackwell's Island, for eigh- 
teen months, about 1901. I have a New 
York State license and nave lived in 
New York City, Some years ago a 
law was passed which was intended to 
stop the sale of alcoholic beverages on 
Sunday, except in the cases of those who 
were accustomed to use !t with their 
meals. In almost no time a way was 
found’ to circumvent-the law by placing 
a@ sandwich on the table so that one 
could secure all the drink he desired 
in spite of the intent of the law. By 
this device a legal attempt to solve 
the question of Sunday ‘selling was 
overcome by the tactics of the saloon 
keeper. 

During my service on the island there 
Were many cases of alcoholism admit- 
ted, both male and fema!». There were 
cases of delirium tremeygg, some prov- 
ing fatal. I remember two cases of 
wood alcohol poisoning in men who 
were in adjacent beds. There were men, 
working in the shops about whony (it, 
was common talk that they drank. al- 
cohol from the specimen bottles in the 
laboratory. This was when wine and 
Beer were available for a small price. 
Wver isince- I can. remember there has 
been an attempt made to try to cur: 
tail the use of alcoholic beverages. 
There was developed the Anti-Saloon 
League, which sent its representatives 
regularly to the Protestant shurches to 
secure financial and. moral: support; 
rennies came from some and, dollars 
from others. I think that this: society, 
fight of wrongs. .geed or kad, liked or 
distizad, is the exgression of the Pro- 
testant Christians of the Usited States. 

On one occasion <= wrote recommend- 
ing a trial of the Continental method 
of the sale of beer and wine, but my 
contact with a jarge number of Ameri- 


}can-men has shown me that they cannot 


sit contentedly at a table and sip a glass 
of beér.or wine. Now, in the early days 
many did get drunk on beer and they 
became drunk on wine. People who 
write that beer and wine are not intoxi- 
cating are either fools or deceivers. 
They are fools if they don’t know that 
wine or beer can intoxicate, and deceiv- 
ers if they do know it and try to claim 
the -contrary....As a physician I have 
seen human beings drunk from drinking 
beer and from ‘drinking wine. I know 
that some: have developed a tolerance 
for it and can stand quite a lot of it. ° 

During these years various towns and 
States have tried local option. In such 
cases other towns shipped in the prod- 
uct. In one case known to the writer 
it was shipped from one State to the 
other. to secure the protection of the 
Interstate Commerce ‘laws and the 
backing of the Government. It was 
goon recognized that” if "it cannot be 
controlled nationally it cannot be con- 
trolled at all. Do.the people want it 
controlled? Those who drink it do not. 
They never did. The question of per- 
sonal liberty was raised, but this had 
been settled long before, as it had been 
decided that if I.wanted. to go on an 
opium debauch I .could not, Neither 
could I legally procure morphine, co- 
caine, chloral, heroin or many other 
things’ I might desire to indulge in. It 
was my personal liberty which they in- 
fringed upon but'no ane objected. 

The use of alcohol is an ‘addiction. 
Because many addicts exist, enforce- 
ment of prohibition affects many. In 
my practice I have seen its effects over 
and over again, and my wrath has been 
aroused at seeing some competent man 
prostrated by alcohol while his: wife, 
daughter or mother had to assist in car- 
ing for him. Barns full of cows had to 
he.milked by the women or -by the

Government, and State accepted money 
to permit the sale. If we change they 
will throw aside restraint and say that 
ng. one will ever molest them again... 

I do npt. believe you can secure the 
legal sale of these drinks until you can 
prove to the -Protestant churches: that 
homes will be happier, children better 
fed and clothed, vice less rampant, hon- 
orable, useful lives increased in number 
and industrial accidents less possible. 
Until you can do this they will not go 
into the partnership. But when you 
legalize this traffic, in fairness.to me, 
you ought to legalize thé sale of light 
morphine and cocaine, because I have 
@ right to morphine if I want it if you 
have a right to alcohol because you 
want it. Morphine makés some people 
intoxicated, as does wine and beer. If 
you should have the alcohol in. modera- 
tion, so I should have the morphine if I 
wish it. ‘The personal liberty is being 
refused in either case if we cannot have 
what we desire. Why not have ‘‘ light ’"’ 
morphine or cocaine? It could be sold 
by licensed dealers who would agree not 
to gell it to minors, not to sell on Sun- 
day and to keep an orderly place. 

We could have legalized cocaine cafés, 
light chloral and light heroin parlors. 
Good music could: bé‘previded and opium 
smoking couches installed, “All. the: pro=. 
ducts. could . be "Government ‘Inspected 
and Ao smuggled products would be 
used, Tiers of bunks-could be arranged, 
beautiful lights and rainbow effects ar- 
ranged, and & good baritone singer (a 
light. cocaine inhaler) could sing ‘‘ How 
I love to drift on a.cloud of smoke to 
the beautiful land: of. dreams.’ How 
much better off we would be. Our lib- 
erties would be safe.

Significant action was\taken by the 
farm and fisher folk of this remote vil- 
lage, following their unique memorial 
service ‘to the late President Harding, 
last Friday.

Germany Grabbing Trade. 


There is another important considera- |. 
tion which argues the advisability of a’ 


trade agreement with Russia. In the 
course of my travels I saw on every 
band evidence of the commercial inva- 
sion of Russia by Germany. And during 
my month in Germany I was impressed 
by the daily impending danger of a pro- 
letarian uprising in that country. I 
was firmly convinced while in Russia 
that the average “Russian distrusts the 
German. He abhors the idea of Ger- 
man domination. He likes Americans. 
He has confiderice in America. But if 
America too long ‘withholds herself from 
commercial intercoursé with the Rus- 
sian, she not only will forfeit his con- 
fidence and lose his friendship, she will 
assist in welding a German-Russian 
community of interest.

Before consummating any - trade 
agreement, we should insist upon a stip- 
ulation that the Russian Government re- 
frain, both directly and indirectly, from 
the spread of revolutionary propaganda 
in America. Personally; I do not fear

men of America. However, I deem any 
attempt by the Russian Government to 
ereate revolutionary sentiment in our 
country as a decidedly unfriendly act. 
On this ground America should insist 
that ‘Russia ‘refrain ‘om such - propa- 
ganda in the future. 

Russia may refuse to make the con- 
cessions we deem indispensable to an’ 
agreement. I believe that she will yield. 
It may develop, even if she make the 
concessions, that she will not keep her 
agreement. It is certain that every con- 
sideration would impel .Russia to the 
utmost good faith. In the event. of her 
refusal to yield or her failure to keep 
the agreement, once she yielded, it would 
not be difficult for the world. to ‘fix re- 
sponsibility... America would not be the 
loser. At worst, she could revert to 
the policy she now pursues. In such an 
event America certainly would have 
cleared herself of any charge of narrow 
prejudice, 

A trade agreement with Russia should 
provide for the establishrgent. of a non- 
pertisan..American trade commission in 
Russia, The commission should be given 
every facility for securing trade data.
